Yoellowing close upon the heels of the Schrefber case in 
New Jersey the late editions of Tuesday’s Post-Dispatch 
gave the news of the theft of $700,000 from the City Na- 
tional Bank of New York by its note teller, Cornelius L. 
iAlvord. , 

In both of these cases the thefis were proportionately enor- 
mous and extended over a considerable period of time. The 
public is naturally puzzled and cannot understand how such 
things can happen in-a bank. 

Of course, honesty is an essential qualification in a trusted 
employe who handles money. It is easy to understand how a 
dishonest employe with opportunities may rob his employer, 
but how is it possible for a bank clerk in a well-conducted 
bank to repeatedly—continually—rob the bank for a long 
period? That is difficult to understand. Hither the system 
is radically wrong or‘the management is grossly careless. 

Probably official laxity and carelessness are responsible 
for these remarkable defalcations. Official duties are per- 
functorily performed and the management in an excess of 
confidence in its system end its employes, offers the weak

The hackneyed proverb is recalled by the recent death of 
Mr. Thomas Davidson, formerly of St. Louis, and the elo- 
quent appreciation of his genius in the London Spectator. 

Mr. Davidson, though of Scottish birth, was an American 
by adoption and for many years was an instructor in the 
St. Louis High School, 

After leaving this city he became a wanderer, no place 
claiming him tong.

He spoke and read. modern Greek and ancient Latin, to say 
nothing of French, German, Italian, Spanish and Norse.

President McKinley, who had left Wasb- 
ington the night after Mr. Sherman's death, 
Was represented by Secretary Hay, who 
was one of the honorary pallbearers. From 
the White House conservatories there was 
sent a heavy wreath of white roses and 
orchids. 

Lord Pauncefote sent a heavy wreath of 
white roses. 

It was a notable gathering that filled the 
hallway and parlors of the residence, the 
most representative perhaps at any funeral 
here since the burial of General Lawton 
last spring when much the same concourse 
of officials and diplomats gathered to honor 
the soldier dead as met today in the memory 
of statesmen whose services though in a 
different line had been equally as dis- 
tinguished. 

The services at the house were simple. 
They began at 1 p. m. and were conducted 
by Rev. Alexander Mackay-Smith, pastor 
of St.-John Ss Episcopal Church, assisted by 
Rev. E. M. Paddock, assistant rector. 

Concealed in the rear of the hallway a 
quartette of the St. John’s choir, accom- 
panied by the organist, Mr. H. H. Free- 
man, Sang in the intervals of the service 
After the hymn, ‘‘Rock of Ages,’ Mr. 
Mackay-Smith read the simple but im- 
pressive funeral service of the Episcopal 
Church. When the reading of the service

was no funeral address and after a brief

FAMOUS BOND FORGER DEAD 


The County Certifiicates Which He 
Duplicated Were Put Up as Col- 
lateral With Many Banks. 


URBANA, O., Oct. 24.—Z. T. Lewis, whose 
operations as a forger of county bonds 
were once the talk of the country, is dead. 
He died in Adams County, where he was 
born and where he returned after being 
pardoned from the penitenulary. 

Lewis got into the bond brokerage busi- 
ness while conducting a small private bank 
in this city.
